In an article from my pen, under date of 
January 14th, 1563, published in“ The Princi- 
pia,” Iremark: ‘‘Never,perhaps,has there been 
an instance before where people have tried so 
hard not to be right and do right as on the 
subject of AMERICAN Slavery.” And what 
was true then on the subject, has not since 
been proved false. As witness, for instance, 
almost every thing that has been done, and left 
undone—the various legislation in Congress 
and in the States. Whatever is enacted is 
not done from just and righteous motives. 
Everything that has a tendency to be of beue- 
fit to our colored brethren, is done in a grudg- 
ing manner ; perlaps never in a spirit of jus- 
tice tothem. ‘Trying every manner to accom- 
plish the object of putting down the rebellion, 
without benefiting the colored citizens. It 
would seem that the time has now fully come— 
the people ought (o have seen it long since—when 
the RIGHTS of our colored inhabita’ ts should 
be accorded them with alacrity. The people 
have got to repent, and show fruis meet for 
repentance, for their treatment of the colored 
population; and the sooner they begin, the 
better it will be for them. The idea of ex- 
patriating then,or of depriving them of EQUAL 
rights with the whites mast be abandoned, 
notwithstauding the quirks and subterfuges to 
prevent right tram triumphing.

The 

folly and the infamy of this offer have dis- 

graced us in the eyes of the civilized world. 

Shall the history of it go down to posterity, 
with the approving endorsement of your 

votes, making you partakers of the same in- 
famy? Even after all this humiliation, it is 
well known that the Proclamation of freedom 
was with difficulty procured. To Committecs 
of citizens urging the measure, the President 
replied that it would be like “the Pope’s bull 
against the comet,” or like the calling of a dog 
a horse, which would not make it one. <Ac- 
cordingly the Proclamation, when it came, 
was 60 shaped, and so administered, as to ren- 
der it, as nearly as possible, a fulfilment of the 
contemptuous prediction. It was extended 
ouly to slaves beyond the reach of our armies, 
while it was withheld from those within our 
power. For months, it was not officially com- 
municated to our military commanders, nor 
even then, with suitable orders for its enforce- 
ment—nor until, by the removal of our best 
commanders, who were its friends, it was com- 
mitted to the hands of others, from whom no 
one expected its enforcement. Laws of Con- 
gress, in the mean time, forbidding the return 
of fugitive slaves from the army, remained a 
dead letter, and were with impunity violated. 
Measures for enrolling colored soldiers, 
Northern and Southern, went on tardily, and 
to this hour have been impeded by the re- 
fusal of the Government to receive them and 
provide for their support on equal terms with 
the whites, thus defrauding them of a portion 
of their just wages. 

All loyul eyes were turned to the opening of 
the present session of Congross, in which a dis- 
position to legislate against slavery was early 
mauifested,in both Ifouses. A wet blanket 
for all this, appears to have been prepared, be- 
forehand, in the Amnesty Proclamation and An- 
nual Message of the President, not indeed pro- 
posing to Congress & new method of reconstruc- 
tion with slavery, notwithstanding the Procla- 
mation of Ewancipstion, but coolly announc- 
ing that the President had taken the re- 
sponsibility on himeelf, that the plan was 
perfected, adopted, and in process of being car- 
ried into ¢ffect. Such, indeed, was the fact. It 


Those who ask 
are asking you to do all this, and, in doing it. 
to give the lie to all your past and present pro- 
fessions of opposition to a policy so suicidal. 
What prospect can there be of a hearty and 
vigorous prosecution of the war against the 
slavemonger’s rebellion, under the leadership 
of political aspirants mainly intent on a pacifi- 
cation with the rebel oligarchs by a reconstruc- 
tion which, by saving slavery, shall restore to 
the high contracting parties, their former po- 
litical partnership for the spoils of office ? 
What prospects of a permanent reconstruc- 
tion of the Union can there be, under the pro- 
longed ascendency of an Administration that is 
incessantly contriving new devices for a recon- 
strugtion, on the basis of a toleration of slave- 
ry, the great element of disunjon, disorganiza- 
tion, and rebellion ? 
What prospect can there be, of the returning 
favor of Divine Providence, securing a suppres- 
sion of the rebellion against our nation and 
Government, so long as our nation itself and 
its Government, sustained by the approving 
votes of the people, continue their rebellion 
against God, the avenger of the oppressed, by 
that same guilty complicity with oppression, 
that has brought the retributive visitations of 
God’s judgments upon us ? 

Conclusion. 


Shall we give our votes for the continuance 
of our national rebellion against God, under 
the plea that we fear lest our votes given in fa- 
vor of justice and mercy, in obedience to the 
divine commandment, should fail of accom- 
plishing our object, and only subject us to the 
control of worse rulers? Let us beware how 
we thus permit our fear of wicked men to over- 
ride and displace our fear of God, tho supreme 
ruler of the nations, in whose hands are our 
destinies, as a people and as individuals. Let 
us take care that if the nation is to be destroyed 
for its rebellion against God, it be not done with- 
out the solemn record of our votes against it. 

Our only danger lies in our neglect to div- 
charge the duties devolving upon us. God 
commands tke liberation of the oppressed, not 
asa mere military necessity, but as an act of 
justice to the oppressed, and of obedience to 
Him. 

In the path of duty there is nothing to fear, 
but everything to encourage. In voting for the 
right, we vote for obedience to God, and secure 
his protection. The consciences, the common 
sense, the humane, the generous, and the patri- 
Otic impulses of the loyal people are all in fa- 
vor of radical righteousness, and egainst com- 
promise with the guilty cause of the rebellion.

Up 
to that time, comparatively few of our men 
had been killed; but, insatiate as fiends, 
bloodthirsty as devils incarnate, the Con- 
federates commenced an_ indiscriminate 
butchery of the whites and blacks, including 
those of both colors who had been previously 
wounded. 
| The black soldiers, becoming demoralized, 
| rushed to the rear, the white officers having 
| thrown down their arms 
| Both white and black were bayoneted, shot 
| or sabred ; even dead bodies were horribly 
mutilated, aud children of seven and eight 
years and several negro women killed in cold 
| blood. 
| were shot dead, and their bodies rolled down 
| the banks into the river. The dead and 
wounded negroes were piled in heaps and 
burned, and several citizens who had joined 
uur forces for protection were killed 
wounded. 

Out of the garrison of six hundred, only 
two hundred remained alive.

The steamer Platte Valley came up at 
about half-past 3 o'clock, and was hailed by 
the rebels under a flag of truce. Men were 
sent ashore to bury the dead, and take aboard 
such of the wounded as the enemy had al- 
lowed to live. Fifty-seven were taken aboard, 
including seven or eight colored. Eight died 
onthe way up. The steamer arrived here 
this evening, and was immediately sent to the 
Mouud City Hospital, to discharge her suffer- 
ing cargo. 

Among our wounded officers of colored 
troops are Capt. Porter, Licut. Libberts and 
Adjt. Lemming. 

Six guns were captured by the rebels, and 
carried off, including two ten-pound Parroits 
aud two twelve-pound howitzers. A large 
amount of stores was destroyed or carried 
away. 

The intention of the rebels seemed to be to 
evacuate the place, and move on toward 
Memphis. . 

Other accounts are not less shocking in de- 
tail than the above. These fearful stories, 
which it is almost impossible to believe, are 
officially confirmed. A dispatch from Wash- 
ington, dated the 10th, says: 

Yesterday afternoon, about 5 o'clock, dis- 
patches were received here from Gen. Sher- 
man, conlirming the surrender of Fort Pillow, 
and the brutal conduct of the rebels immedi- 
ately aflerward, which bids fair to be amply 
retaliated in that quarter in due time.

“According to Gen. Sherman, our loss was

VICTOR HUGO'S CHRISTMAS 
PARTY. 

On Christmas Eve, M. Victor Hugo en- 
tertained at Hauteville Honse, Guernsey, 
the poor children who for about two years 
have been the constant recipients of his 
bounty. ~The party consisted of forty chil- 
din and several of their parents, for the 
whole of whom M. Hugo provides a sub- 
stantial diuner once a fortnight, twenty be- 
ing received each week. These children 
are entertained without any regard to their 
nationality or religion, English, French, 
Guernsey, and Irish—Protestants and Cath- 
olics being equally welcome,—poverty be- 
ing the only qualification required. 

‘The party assembled on Christmas Eve 
having been regaled with a solid dinner, and 
a dessert of cake and wine, were taken into 
the billiard-room, where several visitors as- 
sembled, aud where, much to their delight, 
the children saw the table spread with a lib- 
eral supply of useful apparel, such as jackets, 
gowns, shirts, caps, bonnets, stockings, and 
shoes. These huving been distribated among 
the children with a due regard to their res- 
pective wants, the benevolent host, address- 
ing himself to the assemblage, said he wished 
to explain the motives and objects that he had 
in view in giving a weekly meal to the poor 
whom he had then the happiness of seeing a- 
round him. In 1848 a commission of medi- 
cul and other scientific men had been ap- 
pointed by the French government to in- 
quire into the causes of the diseases, such, as 
| serofula, rickets, and impoverishment of the 
| blood (angine counneuse) to which the chil- 
| dren of the poor were exposed, and which 
| produced so much mortality amongst them. 
| The committee reported it as their opinion 
| that thee diseases were caused by the chil- 
| dren being almost totally strangers to ani- 
mal food, aud that they might be checked by 
their having a meal of fresh meat once a 
month, Owing to political events this report re- 
mained without effect, but it made a strong im- 
pression on his (M. Hugo’s) mind, and he de- 
termined that when circumstances should per- 
mit he would test the sounduess of the theory 
propounded. He had, therefore, about two 
years ago, commenced the humble little work 
of which the present meeting was a part. 
He had selected forty young children from 
the most necessitous classes of Guerusey, aud 
to these he had given—not once a month, 
but once a fortnight—a sound meal, com- 
posel of fresh mext and a swall glass of wine. 
And he had the satisfaction of finding that 
his humble experiment had been undoubted- 
ly suecessful. Many of his poor little chil- 
dren who had been suffering from one or oth- 
er of the diseases he had mentioned, had been 
cured, aud the physical constitution of near 
ly the whole of them sensibly improved. He 
wished it to be clearly understood that he 
assumed no merit for what he had done, for 
it was a part of his creed that it was the 
positive duty of the rich to care for the peor— 
aduty impos:d alike by Christianity and 
common sense—and that the rich had no 
rigut to spend their superfluity on their own 
enjoyments, when they saw their fellow-be- 
ings suffering wround them. He bad, he re- 
peated, cailed these poor children together 
with the view of carrying out an important 
experiment, but he bad also doue it for the 
purpose of giving an example. He bad the 
gratification of assi-ting forty children ; if 
twenty persons would do the same, 800. chil- 
dren would be cared for, and it was impos- 
| sible to say what amount of good might thus 
doue for the population of the isiand. He 
repeated that he wished it to be distinctly 
understood that he took not to himself the 
slightest merit for what he was doing, and 
sincerely trusted that he should not be sus- 
pected of any feeling of osteutation. For 
the children themselves, he would tell 
them, for any good they might receive, their 
thanks were due, not to him, but to God, 
the giver ofall good. He was gratified in 
| secing around him the ladies and gentlemen 

who had done him the honour of assisting 

at his little fete. He should at all times be 
, happy to sce whoever might be pleased to 

come tohim. He invited no one, but his 
| doors were open to all. 

At the close of this address, M. Hugo 
led his children into an adjoining drawing- 
room, where they found a splendid Christ- 
mas tree, the branches of which were laden 
with toys that were gathered and distributed 
amongst the little party, who, as may be 
supposed, went away thoroughly happy, and, 
it may be hoped, very grateful to their kind 
‘host aud benefactor. 
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
